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INTRODUCTION 


TO THE ORIGINAL EDITION 
(published by Rivingtons, 1900) 


HAVE been asked to write a few words of intro- 

duction for this little book which may perhaps be 
found helpful tosome persons whose thoughtsnaturally, 
and rightly, in times of prayer, clothe themselves in 
the language of the Bible. It will be noticed that these 
devotions are taken entirely from Holy Scripture, 
without alteration or transposition of the words, the 
Revised Version, however, having been from time to 
time preferred; but the Creed, Confession, Sanctus, 
Benedictus, Agnus Dei, and Gloria in Excelsis have, 
for convenience, been inserted in their places. 

“The shape given to these devotions is, for the most 
Ree that of a series of colloquies between the Divine 

ster and the soul, while a few passages not so 
arranged are printed in italics. 

Further explanation seems unnecessary, as the 
headings to the sections and pages sufficiently indicate 
their purpose. It may, however, be well to remark 
that the contents, more especially of the longer divi- 
sions, are given by way of suggestion, and are not 
intended to be used in their entirety upon any one 
occasion. 

I venture very heartily to commend this little effort 
to utilise inspired words in devotions before, at, and 
after Holy Communion to those to whom our Blessed 
Lord’s presence in the Sacrament of the Altar is the 
strength and joy of the Christian soul. “I am as glad 
of thy word as one that findeth great spoils.”

prayer and supplication soever be made by any man, 
or by all thy people...which shall know every man the 
plague of his own heart, and spread forth his hands 
toward this house: then hear thou in heaven thy 
dwelling place, and forgive, and do, and give to every 
man according to his ways, whose heart thou knowest;
